Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  'great ’pleasure  ’in  presenting  fb  you  ny 
Annual  Report  for  1945',  giving  details  of  the  health  and  sanitary 
oirc'uastances  of  the  Dearne  'urban  District.. 

The'  second  v/orld  war,  which  commenced  in  193’9  and 
which  appe'ared  likely  to  continnie  for  some  years  at  the  end  of_ 
1944,  showed  a very  quick  cliange  in  the  early  part  of  the  year" 
unde'r  review.  In  the" month  of  Hay  Germany  surrendered  to  the 
Allies  and  by  August  the  war  against  lapan  had  come  to  an  end. 
Under  such  circuinstances  I’  can  be  ’encused  if  this  Report  is 
written  on  'a  very  optimistic  note.  ' It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  some  very  ercell’ent  vital  statistics  have  been  recorded 
d’oring  the  past  sin  37‘ears,  under  conditions  of  rationing,  short- 
ages etc,,  and  x;hile  many  had  to  13. ve  or  v/ork  in  ill -ventilated 
rooms  due  to  black  out. 


The  birth  rate  was  23,04  per  1,'000  of  the  population, 
still  fairl3’  high’,  (Hng’land  and  Hales  Rate  16.1)  but  much  lower 
thai  the  fi.gure  returned  for  1944  of  25,73.  The  estimate 
(Registrar  Gonoral’s)  of  population  at  mid-^^e'ar  is  given  as 
22,870  sho'.nng  an  advance  ovor  the  1944  figure  of  250. 

"During  the  vrar  37-ears  coal  mining,  the’  onl3^  indust r3' 
in  o^ar  area,  has  received  due  recc’gnition  as  one  of  the  oountr37-^s 
most  important  industries,  con  sequent  137-  unemplo37ment  has  again 
been  low.  Having  ensperienced  the  slurrn  of  the  last  post-vur 
3'ears  and  its  serious  effect  upon  the  district  of  Dearne  I look 
'O'ith  some  concern  to  the  near  future.  I am  hopoful  that 
branches  of  modern  light  industiy^  v/ill  soon  be  persuaded  to  set 
up  locally. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  reached  a 
nsv7  lov;  level  v/ith  13,  none  of  them  being  fatal.  Once  again  I 
have  to  stress  the  importance  of  every  child  being  made  Safe 
from  an  attack  of  this  serious  infectious  disease.  Treatment, 
free  of  charge,  is  available  to  everyone  in  the  district. 

Our  percentage  figvires  of  children  alread3^  imnunised  are 
disappointing,"  par-ticularly  for'  the  age  groups  below  5 years  old. 
The  fig-unss  are  70.233^  for  tliose  bo-bv;ocn  5"and  14  years  inclusive. 
It  is  the  37-o-'dnger  children  who  are  so  prone  to  serious  attacks 
b:^  the  disease.  Arrangements  should  be  made  "03^  all  parents  to 
have  their  ^children  treated  as  soon  as  the3.'-  reach  the  age  of  one 
The  treatment  is  simple,  painless  and  is  a reliable  safeguard, 

I trust  this  brief  report ' together  Vfith' the  repo'rt 
of  the  Chief  SanitaiR-  Inspector,  Hr,  G,  H.  Allemby,  will  be  of 
interest  to  3"ou.

‘ ~PfGvontativo  work  against  Diphtheria  has  procoodod 
during  tho  jnsar,  although  many  parents  still  appear  reluctant 
to  allow  their"  children  to  undorgo  the'  treatment.  There  was  a 
slight  in'eroase  in  the  "numbers  immunise'd  during  tho  12  months 
and  at  the  year  end  48,5^  of  tho  children' under  5 had  boon 
treated  v/hilo  those  between  5 and  15  years  70,23^  were  immunised. 

Measles . 

The  epidemic  of  moasles  occurring  in  tho  last  4 months 
of  1944  persisted  only  for  tho  first  few  weeks  of  1945.  As 
stated  in  my  last  report  tho  illnoss  was  of  a very  mild  type 
and  no  deaths  ocourred.

SECTION  B. 

Water  Supply^ 

The  supply  of  water'  to'  our~ area  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Deame  Valley  Water  Board,  the  Deame  Urban  District  Council  being 
a constituent  membel*  of  the  Boards 

■ The  sources  or'the  water  supplied  to  Deame  during  the  past 
year  have  been  the  Deame  Valley  Colliery,  The  Goldthorpe  Colliery, 
Barnsley  and  Sheffield  water  (upland  surfaces). 

Althou^  mixing  of  hard'  ^d  soft  waters  appears  to  have 
become  an  established  practice  the  variation  in  amounts  of  hardness 
of  the  water  supplied  has  been  wide.  Generally  speaking  the 
percentage'  of  ^temporary  hardness’^  of  the“v7ater  supplied  to  the  olfl 
Bolton-upon-Dearne  area  has'been  excessive. 

Prom  copies  of  the  reports  of" samples  of  water  submitted" 
for  bacteriologieal  analysis  by  the  ViTater  Board  it  appears  that  the 
water  v/as  satisfactory 

Certain  parts  of  the  old' Bolton  village including  the 
Station  Road  'and  Thurnscoe  Road  area,  have  had  a very  inade'quate 
supply"of  vra.ter.  Complaints  have  been  lodged  With  the  'v/ater 
suppliers,  but  no  great  im^rvovoment  has' yet  taken  place.  So  far 
as  the  “remainder  og  ouf  area  :1s  oohoernsd  tlie'  supply  has  been 
adequate';''  In'bnly  one  or  two  properties,  v/hsre  supply  pipes"  are 
inadequate,  the  supply  posltloji  'lias  been  poor,  but  I am  pl'eased  to 
report  that  'on" one  large  site,  iiicluding  properties  in  Albeit  Road 
and  High  street,  Goldthoipe,  new  service  pipes  v;ero  being  installed 
at  the  year  end.

Shortage  'of  skilled  building  wrOrkers  together  ''Anth  difficulties 
in  supply  of  building  materials  has  been  tho  cause  of  much  'delay 
in  housing  repair  work.  ' In  soiao  oases  hov/o'rrr  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the_^diff icuJ.ties  haso  been  magnified  and  used  as  a 
means  to  avoid  carrying  out  urgent  repair  work  It' will  be 
necess'ary  to  take'''leg'al  acticrr'agaii’usr  defaulting  ovmers  if  the 
arrears  of  maintenance  v/ork  are''  to  bo  wiped  off  in  the  very  near 
future.  Remarks  I made  in  the  1944  report  still  hold  good* 

The  pool  'of  building  labour  is  now  much  larger  and  v/ith  a proper 
allocation  maintenance  work  on  many  of  our  working  class  houses 
could,'  and  should,  proceed."  VHiile  emphasis  must  be  laid  on 
the  need  for  new  houses  I"  feel  that  due  'regard  is  not  being  paid 
to  the  rapid  deterioration  in  house  p3?operty,

From  ohservatlons  throvighout  the  year,  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Pistrict  is  not  seriously  affected  hy  rats  or  mice.

I cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  v/ithout  drawing  attention 
to  the  many  difficulties  v/hich  face  a Cleansing  Superintendent  in 
a mining  area.  In  doing  so  I trust  that  these  points  may  receive 
your  serious  consideration. 

First  there  is  the  matter  of  increasing  refuse  yield. 

Later  in  the  report  v/ill  ho  found  details  respecting  the  annual 
amounts  of  refuse  Prom  each  house.  For  the  past  3 “lor  4f  years 
substantiaL  increases  in  the  quantity  of  household  refuse  has  been 

laced  bsr  the  staff  of  my  Department.  In  many  cases  no  attempt 

is  made"by  householders  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  material  put  out 
S.S  v/aste.  More 'serious  hov/ever,  is  the  amount  of  ”slag”  or  ”shale” 
svxplied  to  miners  in  their  allowance  op  “home”  coal.  Generally 
this  materiaJ-  is  finding  its  v/ay  into  the  dustbins. 

Secondly,  the  output  per  man  has  fallen  and  there  appears 
no  reason  to  believe  that  this  v/ill  iraprove.  The  tendency  is 
rather  the  other"  v/ay,  this  despite  improved  v/orking  conditions  for 
the  men.'  Protective  clothing  has  been  provided,  and  wages 
conditions  bettered. 

Thirdly,  and  a difficulty  forecast  in  previous  reports, 
that  of  shortage  of  suitable  tipping  sites.  In  this  respect  our 
average  haul  to  refuse  disposal  centres  will  double  in  the  next  year 
or  tv.-Q,  A scheme  for  complete  conversion  from  horse-drav/n  transport 
to  motors'  is  already  in  course  of  preparation  and  at  the  year  end 
plans  wore  ready  for  the  change  to  operate  in  the  Thurnscoe  area. 

The  salvage  of  valuable  v/aste  material  has  continued 
throughout  1945,  the  most  lucrative  material  being  waste  paper. 
Although  there  h'as  been  a gradual  'falling  off  throughout  the  whole 
corontr'y,  o'ur  scheme  has  shovm  quite  a substantial  profit.  Paper 
salvage  must  continue  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  kitchen  waste  communal  bin  scheme  inaugurated"  b'y  the 
Council  in  194S  v/as  operated  by  pig  keepers  to  v/hom  bins  v/ere  loaned. 
The  stock  keepers  were  held  responsible  for  periodical  collection  of 
the  contents  and  cleaning  of  the  containers.  Instances  came  to  the 
Department's  notice  occasionally  of  serious  damago^and  nuisance 
the  bins,  but  generally  speaking  the'  scheme  has  been  successful. 

As  some  bins  had  to  be  v/ithdr'av/n,  the  amount  of  sv/ill  collected  has 
dropped  from  a monthly  average  of  7 tons  in  1944  to  5 tons  in  1945.

The  average  total  number  of  premises  visited  each  vroek 
was  6054,  consisting  of  3354  at  Bolt on-on-Doarne,  2,660  at 
Thurnscoe  and  40  at  Barnborough. ' The  table  below  gives  the 
average  amount  of  refuse  removed  from  each  house  in  Thurnscoe 
and  Belton  for  the  year  1945.

A cesspool  into  which  the  Highgate  Club  drains  was  cleansed 
by  the  staff  at  regular  intervals  at  the  cost  of  the  Club. 

Clinker  and  refuse  has  been  removed  regularly  from  all 
schools  in  the  district.

The  IcclDxe  noyed  in  the  1944  report  continued  throughout  1945.  The 
reason  for  rhe  fall  is' perhaps  natural  as  people  are  not  so  "salvage'* 
censoious  in  peace  time  as  in  v/ar.  Our  record  of  salvage  collected 
£j-d  sold  is  rafher  notev/orthy  when  one  considers  that  Doarnc  \i3.3 
nevo'r  so  favobxably  placed  as  many  of  our  neighbours,  Vfe  have  had 
tc  I’oly  on  the  contributions  of  the  smaller  premises  etc. 

The  amount  realised  from“the  sales  -of  all  classes  of  salvage 
from  1940  to  the  end  of  this  report  is  £3,376. 

v7aste  paper  appears  to  be  so  greatly  in  demand  that  the 
collection  of  this  valuable  v/aste  material  should  continue  for  some 
years  to  come.

Some  difficulty  has  heen  e255)erienGe'd  throughout  the 
y;:::.  vc-ar  \7ith  labour;  also  the  shortage  of  new  ashbins  has 
our  difficulty. 

The  next  year  or  tv/o  should  see  a change  in  tlie  nolo  of 
tnniyort  employed,  motor  vehicles  v/ill  bo  necessary  as  oun  tipping 
sioss  become  more  remote.  This,  again,  will  mean  some  .lriO.:’oa3e 
In  scavenging  costs.  The  need  for  a central  cleansing  depot 
must  ari'se,“and  the  suggestion's  made  in  previous  reports  c'ould 
then  receive  attention.  The" workers  might  be  provided  with 
staff  rooms’,  including  facilities  for  personal  abliition  and  the 
crying  of  v/et  clothing.  These  are  matters  v^rhich  need  your 
f-onaideration.
